fore strengthened the general situa 
tion. 


Some of the commissioners sug- 


. gested that altogether too much pub 
licity had been given 
some bank 


suspensions without a corresponding 
emphasis on the reopening of banks, 
In many instances present difficul- 
ties have been traced to old situa- 
tions some of them three and four 
years in deration. A large number 
of states report fewer bank failures 
this year than last year. 


Cash reserves have been rising in 


some of the states as compared with 
a year ago and the significant thing 
about all the official statements from 
the bank commissioners is that the 
trend is generally favorable. 


BETTER MANAGEMENT

Bucharest, Rumania — OP)—The 


implacable bitterness which screened

Carol and

Bratianu, Ru- 


manian aristocrat ^nd political lead- 
er in Carol's younger day, 
flared 


forth anew today. 


Carol, returned to Rumania as a 


king, is in much better position to 
care for himself 
in an encounter 


with Bratianu, who shared his fam- 
ily's antagonism toward the errant 
crown prince. All Rumania now is 
wondering just how the si -ation 
•will work out. 


Batianu opposed Carol's return. 


Recently when he 
relented and 


sought out the king, Carol would 
not see him. Two weeks ago he at- 
tempted again to see'the new ruler 
in order to submit elaborate plans 
for Rumanian consolidation before 
Carol made his speech 
-from the 


throne to the p.irliament. 


Carol ignored his request, inter- 


viewing other politicians, rome of 
them minor figures.

ago.

could not be verified.

lieved, however, that the gangsters 
did not get the Peabody pay roll 
money, "which is due Thursday. This 
roll provides pay for 900 miners ev- 
ery two -weeks.

DISARMAMENT BODYTO 


MISTER ARMS PACT 


Geneva —(5s)— The preparatory 


disarmament commission today de- 
cided that the general trepfy for 
imitation of arms, which it is now 
engaged in drafting, shall be admin- 
istered by a permanent disarmament 
Dody with its seat a Geneva. 


The constitution of this body, both 


as regards members and states re- 
ported will be determined by the 
•eneral armament conference. 
Its 


members shall be appointed by their 
governments but shall not represent 
:he governments, thus giving to the 
control board a. degree of indepen- 
dence. They may be assisted by ex- 
perts. 


The commission also adopted an 


'escape clause" to permit a state 
which deems its national security" 
menaced to suspend temporarily the 
provisions of the treaty in order to 
defend itself. 
This measure 
was 


proposed by Hugh S. Gibson, the 
American representative, 
who ex- 


jlained the United States was wili- 
ng to accept very rigid rules cover- 
ng derogations but was ready to 
consider fears of other nations.

The buck law to save deer is sav- 


ing human lives as well. Since the 
law against the shooting of does and 
fawns was inaugurated 
in Itasca 


county, Minnesota, not a single per- 
son has been shot for a deer, accor- 


I ding to records on file. A similar ef- 
fect of the law has been observed in 
New York, Connecticut, New Jersey, 
Michigan, 
Wisconsin, 
Montana, 


\v"ashington, California and Texas, 
where the protection of does has a'so 
been adopted. By the above you \vi!l 
note that Wisconsin is not the only 
state that has a buck law. 


Formerly not a few hunters v\ere 


shot by mistake every season. 
In 


fact, the annals of hunting abound 
in stories of men being mistaken for 
wild turkeys, partridges, ducks, and 
nearly every other prize of sport ex- 
cept black bass and speckled trout-^" 
the latter exceptions perhaps ex- 
plainable by the fact that a law has 
long- existed against shooting fish. 


Such mistakes are usually made by 


blind shots fired by excitable hunt- 
ers at any movement in the brush. 
We hear stories of men bemg shot 
because they wore caps of certain 
color or were good at imitating- the 
call of a turkey or som° other game. 


But the law which requires a hunt- 


er to hold his fire until he can dis- 
tinguish positively whether a deer is 
a. doe or a buck naturally prevents 
him from shooting blindly at a man 
by mistake. In some statea the shoot- 
ing of young ducks is also forbidden,.

There, 
since the does have been protected, 
the supply of deer has so increased 
as to call for an open shooting sea- 
son for does, only, in order to keep 
down the supply to a point where 
there will be food enough, and also 
to maintain the proper balance so far 
as breeding goes. 


Just a word as to the open seasons 


in Michigan and Wisconsin. The sea- 
sons should run concurrently. Right- 
now there are hunters shooting deer 
in Wisconsin. 
They would not be 


there if the law were not open in 
ilichigan.

to answer a call to duty. 


Twelve miles of snow fence have

where drifts usually form. Five miles 
more of fence are expected to arrive 
this week and this will be advantag- 
eously placed as soon as it comes. 


FAVORS TOWN TRUCKS 


Mr, Appleton also is urging all 


towns to consider the purchase of a 
leavy truck to be used in the re- 
moval of snow on town roads. At the 
present time only the town of Dale 
and Oneida have trucks, Mr. Apple- 
ton said, and the manner in which 
these 'trucks keep the town roads 
open is evidence of their value.

40 Cents -Under That of 
October, 1929 


Madison —(JP)— While milk pro 


duction in Wisconsin is now on a 
•higher level than a year ago, the 
average farr,i milk price is 40 cents 
per hundredweight below the Oc 
tober, 1929 price, Walter Ebling 
statistician for the Wisconsin and 
TJ. S. Departments of Agriculture, 
reported hers today. 


The average production per cow 


on farms at the beginning of Novem- 
ber was 13.1 pounds as compared 
with 12.8 pounds a year ago. About 
9.6 per cent of the cows on Wiscon- 
sin farms freshened during October 
and 12.", per cent went dry. 


Sixty-three per cent of the milk 


produced was being sold as whole 
milk on Nov. 1, Mr. Eblirig said. 
One per cent 
was skimmed 
for 


household cream while 27.6 per cent 
was skimmed for the sale of cream. 
Four per cent was used for house- 
hold milk; 0.9 per cent for the mak- 
ing of farm butter and 3.5 per cent 
was being fed to calves. The aver- 
age test of milk reported for Sep- 
tember was 3.78; for October 3.90. 
The cream tests averaged 30 and 
30.2 for the respective months. 


The average farm milk price for

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THE SCHOOL BUDGET 


There is a likelihood, according to 


information from the city hall, that 
the request of the board of education 
for $400,000 for operation of schools 
in 1930-31 will be subjected to care- 
ful scrutiny and possible paring when 
the common council meets tonight to 
complete its estimate of municipal ex- 
penditures for next year and to fix the 
rate of taxation. The mayor and the 
council have been engaged for several 
weeks in the preparation of the city's 
budget and there has been some dis- 
cussion of whether the board's re- 
quest for $400,000 should be granted 
or whether the levy for school pur- 
poses should be reduced to the $365,- 
000 requested a year ago. • 


While it is commendable on the part 


of the council to carefully consider ev- 
ery item of municipal expense and to 
exert all its authority in order to keep 
these 
expenses within 
reasonable 


bounds, yet there is a grave danger in 
arbitrarily reducing the amount of 
money available for schools. 


While the law apparently-gives the 


council supervision over the budget 
of the board of education and it is not 
bound to accept the school board's es- 
timate of expenditures, it has been the 
wise practice of the past to approve 
these estimates for operating expenses 
and necessary repairs because the 
board of education is much better qual- 
ified to make these estimates. The 


. theory has been that inasmuch as" the 


members of the board of education 
were elected by the people to operate 
the schools they should be trusted to 
operate them efficiently and economi- 
cally without interference by a com- 
mon council that is not at all familiar 
with the intimate details of the educa- 
tional plant. 


The budget of the board of education 


as submitted to the council reveals that 


, more than the $35,000 increase re- 


quested this year is absorbed by the 
school for crippled children started this 
year and by the increased cost of re- 


* pairs necessary in school buildings. 


The school for crippled children cre- 
ated a new expense of $23,350 that was 
not incurred last year-, and necessary 
repairs are estimated at $20,000 more 
than a year ago. making a total of $43,- 
0003 or $8,000 more than the increased 
levy requested from the council. These 
figures would indicate that the budget 
contemplates operation of the school 
system, with a larger enrollment and 
more teachers than last year, for the 
same or little less money than a year 
ago. 


Whether the schools can be operated 


for less money than has been request- 
ed without sacrifice of efficiency is a 
matter that can much better be de- 
termined by the board of education 
than by the common council. It might 
be well for the school board, in the 
light of the city's financial condition, 
to reconsider its estimates to determine 
whether reductions can be made and 
to submit a revised budget to the coun- 
cil but it would not be wise for the 
council to arbitrarily reduce the school 
tax levy without fully understanding 
the effect this reduction might have 
on the school system. 


The per capita cost of education in 


Appleton compares favorably with oth- 
er Wisconsin cities and our schools 
have a high rating for efficiency. While 
the taxpayers here are thoroughly in 
sympathy with the council's desire to 
decrease expenditures so that bank 
loans may be repaid without increas- 
ing taxes, these highly desirable re- 
sults should not be obtained at the sac- 
rifice of our school efficiency.

It is for this reason that gas 
looms as the deadliest weapon in the 
modern arsenal—despite these figures 
from the last war.

More likely it is the 
game, the sport, the awakening of the 
instinct of adventure, for the duck, 
swift of wing and keen of eye, makes 
for the hunter a contest of wits and 
speed and deception. The work the 
hunter does, the numbing fingers, the 
aching back from dragging a canoe ov- 
er dry places, the eternal crouching in 
position, removes all cruelty from the 
killing and makes success^ an accoin- 
plishment-instead. 


Happy is the -hunter who can faith- 


fully imitate canvasback, redhead or 
bluebill and with friendly siren call 
swerve them out of their steady flight 
down the shore line into a visit with 
his treacherous decoys. Then it is that 
opportunity raps and loudly. But un- 
happy is the hunter who forgets buck- 
shot for on such a morning is he most 
likely to hear the honk of geese and 
see them flying in their never ending 
V-shape formation. A young goose is 
a toothsome article for even that new 
"Lord King of Kings" over in Abys- 
sinia. 


But the season is over. Our feath- 


ered visitors do not stay with us long. 
They are but gypsies of the air, with 
winter in the southland and summer 
with us or north in Canada, and al- 
though during the months to come they 
will be sorely missed they will provide' 
many a tale to be told when winter 
winds keep folks at home.

tighten it again. The idea is to per- 
mit the antidote to enter the general 
circulation. (3) If symptoms of pois- 
oning are- severe or begin within a 
few minutes, incise and suck the 
wound,. Crisscuts in skin Jilnch long 
and 5 inch deep. This permits some 
bleeding and perhaps 
washes out 


some of the venom. Suction may be 
continued 20 minutes in each hour 
for fifteen hours. If no apparatus is 
available, suction by mouth Is safe 
provided there is no wound, cut or 
abrasion of the lips or mouth for 
the obsorption of venom.

REPORTS ON SURVEY 


Supplementary to his report Mr. 


Wriston laid before the board the 
report of the survey conducted by a 
staff of experts working under the 
auspices of the board of education 
of the Methodist Episcopal church. 
The survey -was made by personal 
visitation to each institution in- 
cluded by members of the -survey 
staff. 
To date 14 institutions in- 


. eluding Lawrence have beenx sur- 
veyed. Several -days were spent by 
the members ;of the staff inspecting 
Lawrence buildings, examining edu- 
cational and financial records, ap- 
praising libraries and laboratories, 
holding conferences with adminis- 
trative officers, •. faculty, students, 
and trustees*. 


The data .thus collected was an- 


alyzed, studied and written up, by 
the survey staff. 
The objective is 


"to furnish the bases to determine 


. the nature and quality of the 'ser- 


vice rendered- -by our 
educational 


institutions, to appraise and work 
and suggest improvements of it. 


In presenting the report of the 


survey staff to the board, Mr. "Wris- 
ton stated, "It was not made as an 
act of authority by the board of 
education of the Methodist Episcopal 


. church -which recognizes, of course, 


that the college is managed entirely 
by its board of trustees and visitors. 
It was undertaken by our specific 
invitation because it was .the first 
available opportunity to secure ex- 
pert evaluation criticism upon any 
like so thoroughgoing a scale. As 
soon as the study was undertaken 
we made available to them all our 
files and access to all our books of 
every kind and gave the survey staff 


, a free hand in its study of the col- 


lege. We filled out 60 or 70 sched- 
ules all requesting information and 
the survey staff visited every build- 
ing upon the campus and interview- 
ed a large number of members of 
the faculty and groups of students. 
This survey gives us an unrivaled 
opportunity to review 
our 
entire 


program,"to rejudge not only all 
our own opinions but the opinions 
of impartial and expert observers. 


REVEALS BUSINESS STUDY 
We .ought to make this survey, 


therefore, the foundation for a, fresh 
advance. In the' course of study," 
Mr. Wriston • added, "the -survey 
staff studied the business operations 
of the college as -well as its educa- 
tion program. 
The survey points 


out that among the fourteen insitu- 
tions studied thus far, Lawrence 
spends the least in administrative 
costs. According to the survey re- 
port 9.2 per cent of all educational 
expenditures at Lawrence go for 
administration. 
The survey 
staff 


declared that in view of this low ex- 
penditure 
for administrative pur- 


poses the college was to be highly 
commended for its efficient treat-! 
.ment of problems in that field." 
\ 


The growing interest of Lawrence ! 


alumni in the affairs of the college ' 
received comment from Mr. Wriston. j 
Linking it up with the nationwide 
movement in adult 
education 
h e j 


said, "During the last j'ear we have! 
had an opportunity to conduct an j 
experiment touching the validity of 
some of the contemporary ssump- 
tions about college graduates. There 
is no assertion more frequent in cur- 
rent criticism 
than 
the 
college 


alienates the students from books, 
that the methods of college instruc- 
tion break down rather than build 
up habits of independent reading j 
and study, and that men and women 
after they graduate read only those 
things which have to do with thtir 
occupations and their professional 
fields." 


"As the adult education movement 


gained momentum throughout the 
country, the alumni were discovered 
ns a field of study and experimenta- 
tion. 
A prominent and 
capable 


almuni relations officer in one of 
the great universities was asked to 
make a survey of the possibilities 
in this field. Upon his visit to La.w- 
rence a plan of circulating books 
among the alumni was suggested. 
His report, 
and the recommonda- 


tlona p£ ths adult education, 
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elation, led the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion to m?.k? t> ^rtint *o Z.^ITT^T.C* 
college." 


"In selecting books for circulation 


the aim has been to make them dis- 
tinctly nonvocationaL The idea was 
specifically to test the issue whether 
the cultural values supposed to in- 
here in a college of liberal arts per- 
sist as enriching factors in the lives 
of alumni. It was further decided 
not to give the aliinin: mere popular- 
izations, but books of substance and 
character." 


RESULTS ASTONISHING 


"The results have been astonish- 


ing-. A third of all .the alumni of 
th° college have asked for books. 
Books of considerable difficulty have 
been 
among 
the 
most 
popular. 


Volumes such as Eddington's Na- 
ture of the Physical World, Jen- 
nings' The Biological Basis of Hu- 
man Nature, and books of philos- 
ophy like Streeter's Reality 
have 


"The effects of this experiment 


are two-fold, at least. The first is 
to demonstrate that there is a real 
cultural experience in college, the 
values of which persist and are 
carried forward. Though it may not 
be directly profitable to use in terms 
of increased attendance of students, 
it ought to be a source of satisfac- 
tion regarding the validity of our 
aims, when we realize that 
the 


brilliant achievement of our' seniors 
in the Carnegie test was essentially 
a demonstration of the cultural val- 
ues of college training. We have, 
therefore, objective evidence of 'the 
result of the liberal arts emphasis 
upon the college undergraduate, and 
equally objective and arresting evi- 
dence that this is not a transitory 
phase in the lives of our students, 
but that it persists and becomes a 
source of permanent enrichment." 


"There has come from the alumni 


reading service a second value which 
is of great significance. It has giv- 
en us an opportunity to test out the 
effects of an intellectual contract 
between the college and its alumni. 
Too often the contract has to do 
with athletics, with a stadium, with 
the so-called extracurricular activi- 
ties students, -with the fraternities 
and sororities. 


BOOKS PICKED CAREFULLY 
For some years now it has been 


the conscious policy to have the con- 
tact between this institution and its 
alumni one which is educational in 
its temper and emphasis. The read- 
ing service has pointed that policy 
and made it distinct, and there is 
no exaggeration in saying that it 
has intensified the interest of .'the 
alumni. 
It has broadened out con- 


tact with them. We have had. more 
correspondence and more interesting 
correspondence with them than in 
any previous year. . It has given to 
many of them — of 
this 
there 
is 


plenty of evidence — a more active 
concern for 
the assurance, 
of a 


sound and progressive educational 
program rather than 
for the sta- 


tistics of yards gained by rushes- or 
passes-." 


In reporting on the results of- the 


test given last June to the members 
of the sophomore class, Mr. Wriston 
declared, "The results are very sat- 
isfactory, indeed." 
This test was 


given under the auspices 
of the 


Carnegie foundation for the advance- 
ment of .teaching, was a 15 hour 
achievement- 
It 
followed 
depart- 


mental boundaries very closely and 
was designed 
to test the students 


in the principal subjects which they 
had studied during 
the first 
two 


years of college. It was given not 
only at Lawrence but at 32 Penn- 
sylvania colleges of 'liberal arts. Mr. 
Wriston stated, "One point was par- 
ticularly gratifying— that there was 
little disparity among departments 
and the quality of their teaching." 


"Tht general curve of achievement 


in the senior test has been shown 
by studies carried on by the Founda- 
tion to correspond to the surve of 
intelligence of the 
students. 
The 


training of the intelligent student 
is more productive of results than 
the attempted training of the less 
intelligent. The sophomore test em- 
phasizes the same point. This fur- ! 
ther emphasizes the great 
impor- 1 


tance of a recruiting and admission ! 
policy which brings to 'us students : 
of high quality of mind." 
i 


REPORTS ON TESTS 
j 


In connection with the testing pro- i 


grams in whichHhe college particinat ! 
ed, Mr. Wriston called attention to ; 
the state-wide program conducted by i 
a cooperative committee testing Wis-.j 
consin high school seniors. "A gen- j 
era! college aptitude test has been j 
given to each high school senior j 
during the last two years. 
It is j 


clear as a -result of studies based on i 
experience with the test that Wis- ; 
consin is having better success, on | 
the whole, than other states in at- i 
tracting those of good intelligence 
to the colleges. If the colleges were 
to draw an average sampling of high 
school students, the middle point 
among those entering college -would 
stand at fifty in a pe'rcentile scale, 
because by definition fifty is the 
middle of the percentile scale of high 
school seniors. But in 1929, the high 
school graduates who went to col- 
lege in Wisconsin were above the 
general level by seventeen points; 
that is, the middle of the percentile 
scale among all those who went to 
allege in this state was at sixty- 
seven instead of fifty. 
In keeping 


with this general trend Lawrence 
has in the past two years signifi- 
cantly improved liie calibre o£ ics 
new students as evidenced by the 
higher intelligence level 
of this 


year's freshman class. 
This is a 


very significant fact, one which is 
cause for satisfaction. However, if 
we are io carry out the recommenda- 
tion of the survey s.taff and seek 
position not only as an outstanding 
college in the middle west, but in 
the country at large, we must ,go 
still further in seeking to draw stu- 
dents of lino intelligence." 


"If 
we have 
proper 
financial 


structure we can go a long way in 
that direction. Our experience in 
recent years indicates that it can be 
done without greatly reducing the 
size of the student body, or even 
with no reduction. 


SEES BETTER STUDENTS 


There is conclusive evidence that 


the quality of our freshman class 
has h?en imnrnv^c!. It has been im- 
proved in quality at the expense of 
its size. Yet we have this year the 
largest enrollment in several years. 
That is because, if students are well 
handled, they will remain for the 
four years of college roughly in pro- 
portion to the measure of their intel- 
ligence." 


The relation of the level of in- 


telligence to the question of stu- 
dent losses received 
this 
further 


comment: "As we raise the level of 
intelligence of 
admitted freshmen 


we can also raise in percentage oi 
those whom we retain to graduate 
four years later. An interesting il 
lustration of the effects of a better 
Freshman class was called to mj 
attention in the midst of the prepar 
tion of this report. 
Last year, a' 


the end of the first six-weeks, fifty- 
eight freshman boys and eighteen 
freshman, 
girls 
were 
below 
the 


minimum level of satisfactory work 
With a better freshman class tin, 
year at the end of the first six weeks 
only twenty-nine boys (one half lasi 
year's number) and eleven girls were 
below the minimum level of satisfac 
tory work. 
Slaking . every 
allow- 


ance for other variables,' there can 
be no doubt that the better qualitj 
of the students was largely respon 
sible for the result." 


"The pursuit of the policy of im 


proving the level of intelligence of 
entering freshmen has been vigor 
ous, but speaking frankly our sue 
cess in making selections is now 
limited by the inadequacy of our 
scholarship funds. 
An increase o: 


resources for student aid has made 
it possible to come as far 
as we 


have. Without more 
scholarships 


available to serve as incentives to 
people of excellent intelligence, and 
to make possible financing a college 
course by people who have the char 
acter 
and capability but not the 


money to attempt to go to college, 
we cannot make further significant 
advances in improving our quality. 


HELP IN FINANCES 


It is sometimes felt that the stu- 


dent who works his way through 
gains more from college, but there 
is a mounting and impressive quan- 
tity of data to show that students 
who have to work too large a per- 
centage of the time loses many of 
the significant values of a college 
education. Because of this fact one 
of the colleges .which has succeeded 
in securing freshman classes of the 
very highest quality has secured the 
funds to put into effect the policy 
thus described by one of its 
offi- 


cials, 'Any student whom we desire 
to have 
in college 
b3" reason of 


demonstrated intellectual 
capacity 


we do not allow to fail of an educa- 
tion at our institution for lack of 
financial means.' " 


"The report of the survey staff 


calls attention to the need for in- 
creased scholarship and prize funds. 
With this goal realized not 
only 


would good students be secured; the 
faculty would gain in morale by the 
strengthening of the student body, 
and even those students of less apti- 
tude would be stimulated to better 
work with better student scholastic 
leadership."

Wisconsin during- the past decade, 
the boys outnumbered girls by 16- 
943.

ious to 1922, a young fellow-by the 
name of 
Thistletbfwaite 
attracted 


national attention- with, his football 
teams at Oak Park high school. He 
Inspired squad after squad of young- 
sters to the bigger and better aspects 
of the gridiron game. Stellar per- 
formers and national championships 
came his way. 


For years Northwestern had been 


the athletic joke of the Big Ten. Its 
teams offered the other schools good 
practice games. 
In 1922, the school 


hired Glenn Thistlethwaite as grid 
mentor. 
Nothing much except a 


general improvement of play hap- 
pened for a couple of years. Then 
in 1925, Northwestern 
out-smarted 


one of Michigan's greatest football 
teams and beat it 3 to 2. The next 
year Thjstlethwaite guided North- 
western to a clear:cut conference 
title. 


Again we take up the sequence of 


events at Wisconsin, George Little 
heard the wolves barking at the 
door and he moved into another 
house. Thistlethwaite, a builder of 
champions and onr of the greatest 
anlytical minds in the game, walked 
boldly through the arch which bore 
the inscription: "All Hope Abandon 
Ye Who Enter Here." 


Thistlethwaite's 1927 team was 


His pony back- 
field couldn't deliver the goods, but 
nobody had1 expected much and no 
one was greatly disappointed.

Cor- 
nell college, Purdue, Michigan, Ala- 
bama, Chicago and Iowa all were 
defeated.

Badger team in the Minnesota game.

Some of that time could be turned 


over to educational interests, and the 
educators could hereby reach every 
person in the country who now lis- 
tens to radio programs.

gress, to let the educators themselves 
operate stations, would not be a - 
marked change from existing condi- 
tions, he asserted. There now are 49 * 
educational stations in the country, 
most of which operate • only spas- 
modically. That they do not reach the 
people that the educators desire to 
tram, is admitted in the demand for 
facilities to be vested in education 
alone, Mr. Lafount declared.

There are numerous 'objections to 


the plan, the commissioner stated,
